The charter wai 
taken up by sections and the changes 
wen- rocommenclod by Attorney Stod- 
ilard, who was formerly city attorney, 
and City Attorney Williams. Another 
diseus'-ion of the charter will b? held 
before a bill is drawn up, and 
th* 


amcndm 'iits to be sent to the senator 
and as-cmblymcn from here for rati- 
fication. 


That the provision of the charter 


which provides that the council -shall 
not enter into contracts 
or 
incur 


debt.- while insufficient funds remain 
in the treasury out of the year's ap- 
propriation, should be changed was 
the unanimous sentiment of the meet- 
ing-. 
The council cited the case las! 


year of a sewer which was an abso- 
lute n-'ecssily and which could not be 
constructed because payment 
could 


not be made until the semi-annual 
division of tax mon<jyB. 
The council 


members stated that the city has of- 
ten been compelled to await the end 


of the fiscal year before making neces- 
sary improvements. For a growing 
city of the size of Reno, the council 
asserted, no such restriction -should 
be placed on the municipal govern- 
ment. 


Another provision in the 
charter 


which may bo changed by tji^ legis- 
lature by amendment is the amend- 
ment in the charter which will allow 
the council members to name an act- 
ing mayor in case the mayor protem- 
pore is unable to act through absence 
or sickness. 
The council at present 


is unable to hold sessions when 
the 


mayor pro tempore is out of the city 
or when he is sick. 


The details of tho amendments have 


not been decided on, and when they 
are tlrey will be submitted to the 
Washoe delegation for agreement.
